Lasr night, a new comic piece, entitled Z'we Seconds was prodaced 
at thie Theatre ;—it is from the prolific pen of Mr. Peake, but did aot 
mect with the success that gentleman’s productions usually obtain ; 
from the noise and confusion which prevailed, it was quite impossible 
to gather the plot correctly, it consists mainly in the stratagem of two 
lovers, Captain Hastings, (Mr.Pearman,) and Mr.Mowbray, (Mr Ba- 
ker,). to obtain the hands of their mistresses, Ellen, and Julia, (Miss 
Boden, and Miss Hamilton,) who are under the guardianship of Mr. 
Clutterbuck, (W. Bennett;) a retired tradesman determived to enjoy 
rurality, but totally unfitted by nature and habit for seclusion ;—Mr. 
Clutterbuck wishes to marry his wards to Mr. Mulligatawney (Mr. 
Mathews) and Ensign Pennyfeather, (Wrench) but of course the 
ladies prefer beaus of their own selection, and are determined to have 
no other lovers than Capt. Hastings, and Mr. Mowbray ; these gentle- 
men plot to circumvent Mr.Mulligatawney, and Ensign Pennyfeather; 
pretend to quarrel, engage these two gentlemen as seconds, and by 
these means, somehow or other, obtain the ladies, but how they man- 
age this we cannot exactly say, some confusion in the house prevented 
our gathering exactly how this happy event was brought about. 

This Farce is certainly not equal to Mr. Peake’s usval efforts—the 
plot is deficient in interest, and though several of the characters are 
well conceived, and have some claims to novelty, yet, as‘a whole, it is 
flat and heavy, and fails to keep the attention alive. Mr. Mathews, 
played Jr. Mulligatawney, one of the lovers proposed to hi: wards by 
Mr. Clutterbuck ; he is a gouty old nabob, full of India prejudices, 
which are happily hit off, and were most correctly given by Mathews. 
W. Bennett’s character, of Afr. Clutterbuck, was not amiss, his diffi- 
culty in understanding hard words, was sometimes ludicrous, though 
Mr. Peake’s besetting sin, punning, was frequently carried to a dan- 
gerous length. Mr: Wrench, played Ensign Penwyfeather, formerly 
usher in a school at. Bullock-smithy, a village in Lancashire, but who 
has suddenly become possessed of fortune, yet cannot forget bis former 
situation, and interlards his discourse with aphorisms, be has been ac- 
customed to set his:pupils for copies, some of these told ludicrously. 
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Keeley did Jack Sprat, servant to the nabob, in his own irresistable 
manner. Mr. Pearman had several songs, the first was encored and 
very pretty. Miss Boden, and Miss Hamilton, also sang, but the mu- 
sic was not of a character to do much towards allaying the opposition 
to the piece, which commenced early, and encreased towards the close, 
till it became very general—Mr. Bartley notwithstanding announced 
the piece for repetition on Friday, and with curtailment, it may pos- 
sibly, like The £100 Note, after something very like damnation on 
its first night, become on repetition a favorite. Before Breakfast con- 
cluded.—The house was very fall.
